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PREPAT ORY NOTE 


A collection of French soft-paste porcelain must demand the greatest 
skill and patience on the part of the collector. The scarcity of the mate- 
tial apart, much time must be devoted to the laborious search for matching 
pieces of the exquisite patterns, which have long been dispersed, and whose 
fragility has had to survive two hundred years of turbulent French history. 

Mrs Dupuy’s magnificent collection inevitably invites comparison with that 
of the late Karrick Riggs, dispersed in these galleries last year, which served to 
introduce the porcelains of Rouen, Chantilly, Mennecy and St. Cloud to the 
American sales room. The present collection is in many ways a remarkable 
tribute to Mrs Dupuy’s indefatigable activity as a collector for over twenty-five 
years. Starting about 1910, with the advice and guidance of some of the best 
French experts in Paris—notably M. Gilbert Lévy—she worked towards the ac- 
cumulation of a complete representative cross-section of all the great pate tendre 
types. The labor involved is well-illustrated by her successful completion of 
the extraordinary Chantilly dinner service, believed to be unique, which was 
literally garnered piece by piece. From the great sales of Fitzhenry, d’Yanville, 
the Comte de Chavagnac, Georges Papillon, the Conservateur des Collections 
de la Manufacture Nationale de Sévres, and other collections came delicate 
cabinet articles of the prized Kakiemon types, and rustic and chinozserie figur- 
ines, many of which. were loaned by Mrs Dupuy to the notable French porcelain 
exhibition held at the Musée des Arts Décoratifs in Paris in 1929. Comparing 
the results with the contents of the Riggs catalogue, it may be said without 
question that the present collection is far more representative in the variety of 
patterns, since many of the small pieces were selected by Mrs Dupuy for the 
individuality of their decoration; and notably in this respect, as well as in the 
larger quantity of material, the present collection gives evidence of having been 
formed with even greater care and observation of detail. 

We repeat for the benefit of collectors brief notes on the principal factories 
from the preface to the Riggs catalogue: 


ST. CLOUD. The manufacture of the much prized soft porcelain in France had its 
origin at Rouen in 1673 under the guidance of the Poterats, father and son, who pro- 
duced some tentative essays in the blue and white formula associated with the Rouen 
faience. However, it was not until 1698, when the heirs of Pierre Chicaneau founded the 
factory at St. Cloud, a suburb of Paris, that the manufacture of this type of porcelain 
attained the dimensions of an industry. This famous manufactory lasted until 1773, when 


it was destroyed by fire. Most of its productions were on a small scale, emphasizing such 
items as cruets, powder boxes and jars, snuff boxes, etc. Among the larger pieces cache pots 
are the most numerous. White porcelain, resembling the Fukien blanc de Chine, was a 
specialty of this factory, as was also a blue and white ware similar to the products of Rouen. 
Later, successful use was made of ornamental painted designs copied from those of China 
and Japan. The accepted mark, used from about 1730 to 1762, is stTc in blue or engraved 
in the ware. on. 


CHANTILLY. This manufactory was founded in 1725 by Ciquaire Cirou, under the 
patronage of Louis-Henri, Prince de Condé. It continued successfully until the Revolution, 
when it was closed; it was reopened in 1793 for a short period of seven years, and then 
again in 1803 by M. Pigorry, mayor of Chantilly. The decoration of Chantilly porcelain 
was very sparse, generally in the old ‘Kakiemon’ style, or in detached sprays of flowers in 
blue, but occasionally included a landscape. The accepted mark is a hunting horn in blue 
or red. 


MENNECY (VILLEROY). This important manufactory was established in 1735 by 
Francois Barbin, under the patronage of the Duc de Villeroy, on the latter’s estate. It 
continued in a flourishing state until 1773, when it was removed to Bourg-la-Reine. The 
early specimens of its production closely resemble the white porcelain of St. Cloud; later, 
painted floral decoration was used to a marked extent. Mennecy was notable for the grace 
and excellence of its figurines, and the delicacy of their coloring. The accepted mark is 
D.V. impressed, or sometimes traced in color. 

BOURG-LA-REINE. The factory was established in 1773 by Messieurs Jacques and Julien, 
who removed thither on the expiration of their lease at Mennecy. The same fabrication was 
continued, with the mark of b.v. changed to B.R. The factory is known to have been 
actively producing until a year before the Revolution.
